when we are resisting these we are re- 
sisting htm. 


.(1) The best time to resist htm Is at 


the beginning of the temptation, when 
we are/at our strongest and the temp- 
tation at Us weakest point B>r exam- 
ple, have we ever known a drunkard 
who became one all at once? Did not 
the deceitful habit creep over bis fac- 
ulties by slow degrees nn«l at last it 
controlled him? How many latent pas- 
sions are there in the human breas.l 
which never would see the light were

sisted only In the strength of God, That 
was the'way David coped with <Jbllatb, 
when be said to Saul, "The Lord who 
delivered me out of the paw of the Iton 
and out of tbe paw of the bear, be will 
also deliver me out of the hand of 
this undrcumdsed Philistine." He was 
not trusting in his physical strength, 
nor his personal courage, nor his great 
skill in the use of the sling.
